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1 . Claims 7-24 are presented for examination. 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative of 
the invention to which the claims are directed. The claims are more directed to retrieving 
connection characteristic of a first communication link after ending the first communication link 
and before ending the second communication link. 

3. The applicant should always use this period for response to thoroughly and very closely proof 
read and review the whole of the application for correct correlation between reference numerals 
in the textual portion of the Specification and Drawings along with any minor spelling errors, 
general typographical errors, accuracy, assurance of proper use for Trademarks ™, and other 
legal symbols ®, where required, and clarity of meaning in the Specification, Drawings, and 
specifically the claims (i.e., provide proper antecedent basis for "the" and "said" within each 
claim).

5. Claims 7-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by Drottar et al. 
(United States Patent Number: 6,094,683). 

6. Prior to addressing the grounds of the rejections below, should this application ever be the 
subject of public review by third parties not so versed with the technology (i.e., access to EFW 
through Public PAIR (as found on http://portal.uspto.gov/external/portal/pair)), this Office 
action will usually refer an applicant's attention to relevant and helpful elements, figures, and/or 
text upon which the Office action relies to support the position taken.

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7. The rejection, and grounds for rejection, under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as presented in examiner's 
prior Office Action mailed 08 May 2006, are hereby maintained and incorporated in this Office 
Action by reference. 

8. The applicant argued in his 08 August 2006 response by stating in substance that nothing in 
Drottar discloses that the fabric manager 120 accesses the topology database 121 once the 
originating means has completed a first link with the terminating means or after ending the first 
communication link and before ending the second communication link as required by claims 1 
and 20. However , as recited in examiner's prior Office Action, Drottar taught the fabric 
manager also accessed the topology database once the originating means had completed a first 
link with the terminating means or after ending the first communication link and before ending 
the second communication link as required by claims 1 and 20 per col. 7 (lines 20-30 "Fabric 
manager 120 can then temporarily halt operation of two nodes and then reconfigure the two 
nodes to provide a bundle having an increased number of links."), as an example, in addition see 
also col. 7 (line 31-49) where a failed link was sudden and thus any retrieval of connection 
characteristics in response to the failed link to continue with a subsequent link must logically 
occur after, or follow, the first link ending or halted operation. In view of Drottar, one 
encompassed time diagram shows the retrieve characteristic step after the first link has halted or 
failed and prior to the ending of the second link; such is the same as claims 1 and 20.
